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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a coagmie organie centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieh 
is rising, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the sixth great root-race. 

The place of each stone is determined by the law of zeleetion, and the 
same law determines the different Degrees and Orders which lead to and 
from the great Stone of Sacrifice which rests upon the pavement of the 
Central Square. 

The development of outer conditions, planes and personalities must keep 
pace with and eorrespond to the development of the interior man, or evoln- 
tionary force would be diverted from its proper channels. 

When the Crafteman or Apprentice to any Degree has finished his terw 
of zervice, and has mastered all the details of the work, he is **recognized”” 
by the Master Builder, and raised to a higher Degree, although he may never 
be eonscious of the pregence of that Master, until his apprenticeship is 
eompleted, and he in turn becomes a Magster of a lower Degree. 

The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Cogmie Life, which Degree is gubdivided 
into 8even Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by certain 
ebelas or digciples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has caused the 
great advance in scientific, philosophical and gocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of all such endeavor in one stupendous living organie 
whole, 

It is a common belief that the fires on the altars of the Ancient Temples 
have been permitted to die out: but **thosge who know?” say this 1s not true; 
that they are but hidden from the view of the masses, awaiting the time 
when the veil of ignorance and eorruption hanging before the hearts of the 
humanity of this transitory period, g8hall be rent asunder, and the light of 
the ages become manifest to all.

Dear Temple Comrades: 

A <mgle word will sometimes leave an impress10n on the mind that will 
endure long after proverbs and epigrams expressing practically the same truth 
are forgotten, and that one word may prove the open <sesame to some door 
of knowledge which leads to a means of saving life. 

| would Ike to leave snuch a word with you, dear Comrades and Friends, 
1 the hope that 1t may prove of value mm the days I see fast coming upon this 
Stricken world. It 1s an old, a hackneved word, and 1t 1s capable of much 
abuse; the word 1s *Respons1hility.” 

During the last eighteen vears, the Master has repeatedlv warned us and 
pleaded with us to prepare for the conditions which have-now appeared on the 
world's horizon. Parents have been earnestly entreated to prepare their chil- 
dren, bv right training and education, for that time instead of permitting them 
to come to maturity utterly unfitted to meet the trials which must inevitably 
come upon. them. 

But all too many parents could not realize that a time was near at hand 
when their children's hves might depend upon their ability to work with their 
hands, even as our forhbears labored, to sustain their lives and $0 they have 
continued such over indulgence as would untit them for such labor. 

The demands of the children have grown more and more emphatic and 
continuous, while at the same time there 1s evident much less respect for 
authority and advice. An ever-icreasing desire for pleasure at any cost to 
themselves or their parents 1s driving them on imto acts of self-indulgence 
which terrify both parents and teachers. 

\While all this 1s due, in one respect, to the influence at work in the world 
at large in this particular age, vet 1t 1s even more due to the irresponsthility 
and lax methods of parents who have not seriously considered or undertaken 
the training of their children while they were young. enough to materially 
henefit from such training. But few of the younger generation have had 
any special instruction along the line of home making 'and home keeping, 
which will be of all things most sorely needed in the days to. come. 

Parents often deplore the wilfulness and disobedience of their children 
and seem to have no conception of their culpability, or of their cowardice 
in refusing to bear the unpleasant results of insistence upon obedience when 
questions of authority are at 1ssue. 

[f the responsthility of parents 1s $0 great where only the needs of the 
physical bodies of their children are concerned, what about their respons1hility 
for training the minds, the immortal souls of those children? The 1mpress10ns 
left on the minds of young children are far more lasting than those which are 
made later in life. A Catholic Priest once said that if the Church could have 
the training of a child for the first seven years of its hfe, it did not matter 
under what influence 1ts later years were passed. 


There 1s a deep truth expressed in those words, yet the majority of the 
people of other faiths make but little effort to train the minds of their children 
until . they have passed their seventh vear. It is the repetition of certain 
phrases and prayers conveying definite lines of thought, at specified hours of 
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each day, and the performance of certain duties connected with the Church. 
Or 1ts Service at sInilar periods of each day, week and vear, that leave 
the most permanent mmpress10ns within the plastic substance of the brain of 
a child under traiming by the Catholic Church. In other words, such impres- 
<10ns are caught and tixed by the Laws of Habit, and the laws of habit are 
the Cyche Laws, the laws governing growth, 

\nd what 1s true of moral and religious training is equally true in all other 
elds of hte. It would be of httle permanent value to the child under train 
ng 1t 1t were allowed to skip the hours allotted to any duty for any trivial 
excuse. The 1deas advanced by the parent or teacher then do not make a deep 
enough mpres<on 1 the hraimn <ubstance to last when this happens for the 
TMICTINOT) cells arc therehb\ permittec| to deteriorate through (18186.
